Skaar, a newcomer to this country, 
was walking north along the street 
with Sversa Anderson, of the same 
address, and it is to Anderson that 
knowledge of exactly what happened 
is due, for he leaped aside in time to 
avoid the cascade of bricks which 
hurtled downward. 

} Anderson says that he heard a 
rending crash and made a wild leap 
to safety into the entrance of the Ritz 
hotel, but Skaar seemed to hesitate 
for a moment and a brick hit him 
on the top of the head. 

Many Bricks Fall 

The injured man was taken into 
the hotel, from where he was rushed 
to the hospital in an Andrews ambu- 
larice and attended to by Dr. MacBeth. 
His injuries were too severe to be able 
| to do much for him, however, and he | 
| passed away three and one-half hours 
| after admission.

CANADA GOT 


INCREASE IN 
IMMIGRATION 


Ten Pound Rate Given | 
As Great Drawing 
Card 


Canadian Press Cable 

LONDON, June 13.—Despite a de 
erease in the volume of British emi- 

ation to other parts of the Empire 
in 1929 as compared with 1928, emi- 
Gration to Canada shoyed a substan- 
tial increase, according to the report 
of the Overseas Settlement commit- 
tee, made public Thursday. 

The report is confined to a state- 
Ment of events in 1929 and it is pre- 
sumed the general policy of the Em- 
pire governments with regard to over- 
@eas settlement will be discussed at 
the Imperial conference in October. 

During 1929 the total number of 
emigrants from Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland to non-European 
countries was 143.686, compared with 
146,000 in the preceding year.

Notwithstanding this increase in| 
the total miigration overseas the total | 
who went to other parts of the Em- 
pire was 106,900 in 1929 as compared 


with 108.982 in 1928. The number 
assisted to go ove ider the Em- 
pire Settlement increased from 


47,855 in 1928 to 72,213 in 1929 

The subs‘antial increase in the 
movement to Canada was due to the 
ten-pound rate, the report states. The 
total movement to Canada was 65.558 
Compared with 46,709 in 1928 there 
Was a decrease in the movement to 
Australia. 

, The report describes the scheme for 
ecttling 3,000 families on farms in 
Canada, which s‘arted in 1924 and ts 
now completed, a most successful 
large scale enterpr yet undertaken 
under the Empire Settlement Act.

Premier Bracken of Manitoba gave 
a word of timely advice to the mayors 
of western cities gathered in Vancouver 
to discuss the unemployment situation. 
The remedy for unemployment, he re- 
minded them, is more work, and that 
will have to be provided by private 
enterprise rather than by governments. 
“Uneconomical work provided by 
governments will only make the situa- 
tion worse.” 

It might be added that even when 
work provided by governments is not 
uneconomic, there is the ever-present 
danger of inducing too much dependence 
upon the public authority as a provider 
of jobs. Governments cannot function 
as Santa Claus without sapping personal 
initiative and self-reliance. ‘rhe most 
they can do with safety is prevent dis- 
tress when these fail. There is no sub- 
stitute for private enterprise as a 
creator of productive employment. 

Whatever they may do to relieve 
immediate distress, municipal govern- 
ments can do more indirectly than 
directly to maintain wholesome relations 
between the supply and the demand for 
labor. Where civic affairs are well 
conducted, foolish expenditures avoided, 
a reasoned policy of improvement 
carried on year by year, finances kept 
in order, and the taxpayers given to feel 
that their money is not wasted — in- 
vestment is encouraged and business 
stimulated. These are the conditions 
in which unemployment is least likely 
to become serious. 


CANADA LEADS THE WORLD 


With a Dominion general election 
campaign in progress, in the course of 
which attention is likely to be centred 
upon the tariff as a factor in promoting 
industrial development, it is interesting 
and also important to note that Canada 
now exports more manufactured goods 
per head of population than any other 
country in the world. 

The figures for the five leading 
countries are: Canada, $64.80; Great 
Britain, $55.80: Germany, $32.68; 
France, $30.58; United States, $25.13. 
On a per capita basis it takes the ex- 
ports of one American plus the exports 
of one German plus $6.99 to equal the 
exports of one Canadian. 

For a country that has always con- 
sidered itself predominantly agricultural 
and been so considered by the world at 
large, this is a remarkable showing. 
The figures will be surprising to most 
Canadians, particularly to those who 
have supposed that industrial develop- 
ment in the United States had reached 
proportions which Canadians might 
envy but could not hope to equal. Man 
for man we have oar neighbors beaten 
already, in the ratio of more than two 
to one. 

In face of these facts it is going to 
be hard travelling for any candidate 
who tries to show that the tariff of the 
last four years has “ruined” Canadian 
industries or hampered their growth. 
And equally tough sledding for anyone 
who argues that the opening of markets 
for Canadian manufactured ° products 
abroad is not a matter of present and 
very vital concern, That in the circum- 
stances ranks in importance with the 
question of wider markets for our farm 
produce. = °

It is a moderate statement that the 
benefit of the preferential tariff to the 
British manufacturer has been discount- 
ed fifty per cent by his own failure to 
play up to the lead and tell Canadian 

uyers what he has to offer them in 
competition with the products of Unit- 
ed States makers whose names are 
household words in Canada. Canadians 
in fact wonder, and with a good deal of 
reason, whether the British manufac- 
turer is really concerned about getting 
into the Canadian market, since he does 
so little that they can discover to tell 
them about his goods. 

The new Dunning budget widens the 
range of the tariff preference in favor 
of British products. The Canadian pub- 
lic heartily approve the extension, and 
would = by increased purchases 
if the old land maker would take the 
trouble to make them acquainted with 
his wares. Unless he does that the ex- 
pectations of the British manufacturer 
of enlarged sales in Canada are bound 
to fall short of realization. 

The Canadian buyer may be some- 
what discriminating. But he simply 
will not go into a store-and ask for a 
British-made article, of unknown manu- 
facture—in preference to one made by 
a United States firm with whose pro- 
ducts he has been familiar for years. He 
wants to know, and will have to be told, 
not only that. goods come from Britain, 
but who makes them, and whether there 
is behind them the guarantee of quality. 

If the Canadian newspapermen who 
are at the London conference can so far 
overcome their native modesty as to 
tell the British manufacturer a few of 
these facts they will be doing him a ser- 
vice in return for which he will forgive 
them the appearance of self- interest. 
For until these facts get home to the old 
country manufacturer, and until he acts 
upon them, the Canadian market for 
British-made goods will remain largely 
a myth.

JUNE 13TH 
Birth of Julius Agricola, Roman Consul to Britain, June 13; 37 A.D. 
Agricola has a double interest inasmuch as he appears to have been an 
instance of the fact that all Romans of Nero's day were not tarred with the 
same brush as that hoary despot; also he had quite a lot to do with our 
own country. He is recorded as the first Roman general who effectually 
subdued the island; noted also as the projector of an expedition for the 


c'rcumnavigation of our coasts, which discovered, for the 
first time. that Britain was an island. He also appears 
to have been “distinguished not less by his great abilities 
as a statesman and soldier than by the beauty of his 
private character, and displayed much genius and suc- 
cess in training the inhabitants to the amenities of 
civilization, as in breaking their rude force in war.” 
Quite one of the best Romans. 
memory of a famous lady of our history, Queen Boadicea. 
At the time ‘hat lady fixed the swords to the wheels of 
her chariot, and sallied forth to make a Roman holiday 
of her own, Agricola was campaigning tn Britain under 
the famous Suetonius 


Agricola also recalls 


Boadicea bore down on London 


and Verulanium. History supposes that the cluster of wooden houses which 
then formed London was burned to the ground, and 70,000 citizens and 
allies of Rome butchered. At any rate, in 1786, when a sewer was being 
cut in Lombard street. it was discovered “the lower stratum consisted of 
tesselated Roman pavements, their colored dice lying scattered like flower 
leaves, and above that. of a th’ck layer of wood ashes, as of the debris of 


charred wooden buildings.” 


As we know, Boadicea paid for this with her 


life by poison, when 80,000 of her forces were beaten at the spot believed 


to have been whene King’s Cross now stands. 
that Agricola came to Britain as Consul. 
appears to have been so successful generally 
Rome, and earned an unjust recall. 


It was some years after this 
Apart from his martial feats, he

Swam The Saskatchewan 

Tt was in 1886 that Archdeacon

Bishop Bompas. Their little daughter 
and son ‘were prepared for the long 
journey, and the party took thé train 
to Calgary in May.

At about the same time Mr. E. J 
Lawrence and his family were going 
to Fort Vermilion to join the former's 
brother, who was in the mission school 
of the Anglican church there 

The eldest boy, Sheridan, was about 
fourteen. The children of these three 
white families played together for 
many years, although it was not until 
after Mrs. Lawrence had come out to 
Winnipeg end completed her educa- 
tion at St. John's college and taught 
for four years in the mission school 
in the far north, and he had been to | 
Fort McPherson for some time. that 
they were married. The wedding took |

When Eight Had Smallpox 


Mrs. Lawrence smiles remin‘scently | 


over those early happy. sad. joyous. 
tragic yeers There was the time 
about nine years ago when a smalipox 
epidemic swept the district Mrs 
Lawrence had eight children and her 
husband. sick with the dread disease 
and, working steadily with them with- 
out medical aid. kerping up winter 
fires, looking after things generally 
she pulled them all through with. as 
she says proudly, hardly a mark left 
to show for it Besides this. she 
nursed in the district and helped the 
people. She did not come down with 
the disease herself. Then there was 
the scarlet fever epedemic, and several 
of the children had that 

“But I never had any rea! trouble. 


When one of them comes to me feel- | 
ing ill, out comes the thermometer, | 
if there is a temperature, I take | 


and 
them off solid foods and put them on 
liquids, and they are all as fine and 
healthy as can be.” 

From the littlest boy of seven to the 
eldest now at home, everyone has 
their own job in this little household 
community, and everyone does it on 
the dot. Dinner is laid for from 16 
to 25 daily, and Mrs, Lawrence has 
worked without help except for an 
occasional half-breed girl, steadily 
Yet she is fresh, bright, interesting, 
and filled with the joy of living 

All her girls have been taught to 
cook and sew and keep house. she 
Says proudly. Every summer she puts 
up many shining quarts of fruit and 
vegetables from their own extensive 
gardens, and this year she made 52 
hogs into bacon. 

She ‘s a sort of unofficial librarian 
and Mr. E. L. Hill of the Edmonton 
Public Library gives her worn-out 
books which ere duly distributed 
among the lonely settlers in the north 
On his way out last 
dropped books to many scattered 
lonely shacks along the waterways of 
the north ‘ 

Mrs. Lawrence is leaving for the 
north in a few days. It is her heart 
and life, and in some strange way one 
feels that she is a very part of its 
great spirit.

It is true indeed that there are some romantic stories, but 
they are so heavily intermixed with much that is sordid 
and untrue that the charm gradually fades away. 


The railway station stands right in 
the centre of Gretna Green proper. 
To the north ts Springfield cutting the 
old Longtown highway between Eng- 
land and Scotland, towards the south 
is the new township which grew up 
around the ammunition works of the 
war period, and is very ugly indeed. 
But, leaving that behind, one comes 
to the Old Toll Bar, which offers in- 
teresting records of the palmy days of 
the runaway marriages. It stands on 


the lower road from Carlisle opened | 
about 1835. A little further down, the | 


road crosses the river Sark, the boun- 
dary between England and Scotland. 
As the places just over the border 
caught the couples who came from 
England in order to profit from the 
differences in the marriage law be- 
tween the two countries, the Toll Bar 
‘was very conveniently placed for the 
“marriage trade.” This had become 
especially flourishing after the pass- 
ing of the Hardwick Act in England 
fin 1753, which forbade English mar- 
riages without publication of banns 
and due registration, except with 
special license. Meanwhile on Scotch 
soil the couple had merely.to state in 
the presence of two witnesses that 
they were man and wife, and the mar- 
riage was recognized. John Murray, 
living at the Toll Bar in 1830, was 
one of the so-called ‘priests’ who re- 
ceived the couple, provided the wit- 
nesses, and supervised the declaration, 
He made much money, especially on 
the nights of the Carlisle hiring fair. 
It is on record that in one night he 
married no fewer than thirty couples. 
His usual fee was two dollars plus 25 
cents for each witness. With an eye 
to the main chance, he built a hotel 
on the English side of the Sark, with 
the intention of catching the couples 
there, and then taking them to the 
Toll Bar for the wedding, thus fore- 
stalling his rival competitors in the 
“priest” trade. 

Unfortunately for him the Brougham 
Act was passed in 1856 by a chancellor 
who had himself contracted a runaway 
marriage at Coldstream, another 
Scottish border village. The Act 
enacted as a condition for legal mar- 
riage 21 days’ residence in Scotland on 
the part of one or other of the parties 
immediately prior to the ceremony, 
unless one the couple happened to 
be Scotch b¥ domicile. After that, of 
course, the Gretna marriages gradu- 
ally dwindled, because, outside senti- 
mental reasons, the new condition 
nullified the advantages of a Scottish 
union for English couples 

Where 10,000 Marriages Hate Taken 

Place 

When I visited the present Toll Bar 
House, I found the building very much 
modernised. It is a low white-painted 
house, and over the door is a notice to 
the effect that 14000 marriages have 
taken place there, the scale of charges 
ranging from § cents to 5 dollars, and 
in some cases more where the run- 
aways were of noble birth. Mr. 
Stephenson, the proprietor, took me 
into the marriage room. This is in 
shape like a horse-shoe. At one end 
is a secret room, which has now been 
considerably altered, but in the old 
days its existence was disguised by a 
corner cupboard. If the irate parent 
should arrive, the ceremony was has- 
tily completed, the cupoard swung 
back, and the couple closed in this 
tiny space without windows or doors 
until the pursuers had departed. I 
understand that in deference to local 
opinion, marriages have ceased here 
now, but all the impedimenta is re- 
tained, an old table belonging to Lin- 
ton, one of the “priests” who flour- 
fished in the 19th century, a well- 
thumbed Bible, and an anvil which 
the proprictor acknowledges merely as 
am piece of local color, because tradi- 
tion knows of no marriage conducted 
over the anvil.

red flowers, and the weights hanging 
uncased. Mr, Stephenson called it by 
the picturesque mame of the “Wag o’ 
the Wall clock.” There are also some 
old marriage certificates which, pieced 
together, revivify the dead bodies of 
the romantic days. 
Romance in Nobility 


There is the certificate of the mar- 


riage of the Marquess of Hastings with | 


Lady Florence Paget, John Murray 
officiating, in the Old Toll Bar in 
1864. The story runs that the lady 
was engaged to be. married to Mr. 
Chaplin, a young man of good appear- 
ance and substantial fortune. They 
were shopping together in the West 
End of London just prior to the wed- 
ding. Lady Florence slipped out by a 
side door and met the marquess, who 
was evidently waiting for her, and 
together they went off to Gretna 
Green. There is a strange finale to 
this romance. The Marquess of Has- 
tings was afterwards ruined on the 
Turf, and the man to whom he lost 
his money was Mr. Chaplin. 


Shelley Married Here 

Another very interesting certificate 
shown here, although the marriage 
this time was performed by David 
Lang at the Queen's Head in 1818, 
is that of Lord Erskine and Sarah 
Buck. The couple arrived in disguise 
at the village inn. There was need for 
some secrecy as Sarah Buck was Lord 
Erskine’s housekeeper and his second 
wife. The man who had been so anxi- 
ous to tie the knot, and paid a huge 
sum for the ceremony, afterwards 
wished to untie it, but according to the 
old village folk, he found that Gretna 
had fastened it too tightly. The poet 
Shelley was also married at Gretna 
Green to Harriet Westbrook. The en- 
tire register of weddings at the Toll 
Bar may be seen at the offices of the 
solicitors, Messrs Wright, Brown and 
Strong. 

The three Lang brothers, Simon, 
born 1791, David, 1794, and William, 
1798, seem to have been leading fig- 
ures in the Gretna marriages. Simon 


was & weaver by trade, David Lang a 


peddler. It was this latter who, tired 
of the life of the road, initiated his 
brothers in the art of “marryings”. 
He was one of the responsible people 
in the abduction of young heiress Miss 
Turner, by Edward Gibbon Wakefield 
He also trained Linton in his “craft” 
Linton was the most gentlemanly of 
the “priests”. He was valet to the 
Earl of Graham of Netherby Hall, a 
hall famous in the Lochinvar stories 
He established Gretna Hall as a hos- 
telry where marriages could be per- 
formed. It is a fine old house, stand- 
ing in its bower of trees, but it no 
longer serves its original purpose. It 
is a mental home in private hands. 
The Maxwell Arms in Springfield, an- 
other old marriage inn, has also be- 
come a private house. I interviewed 
Mrs. Meakin who now inhabits the 
house. She said she remembered in 
her girlhood seeing marriages per- 
formed in the parlor of the house by 
Peter Dixon, who has but recently 
died. She told me that David Mc- 
Cartney, one of the last “priests”, a 
shoemaker by trade, emigrated to Can- 
ada some years ago, and has not been 
heard of since. 
Most of Priests Were Topers 

I walked down the village street, for 
Springfield, this outpost of Gretna, Is 
but one street of low quaint houses 
running out into open country, and 
some yards down I reached the 
Queen's Head, once the great centre 
of all the weddings. Loca! tradition 
says that as the postchaises came 
along, the rival “priests” would stand 
in the road, 
claims to patronage The 
Head is a solid-looking, dignified 
building, but its interior is very dingy 
As I was talking to the inn-keeper—

Ked Hot Marriages 


There is another explanation of the 
blacksmith myth Across the way 
from the Queen's Head is a house, an 
inn in the old days, established by 
Tom the Piper. He was @ bankrupt 
who fled over the border, and started 
up in the marriage business as the 
main rival to the Langs. It was ie- 
cessary to concoct some sign for his 
inn, s0 his son, who had artistic lean- 
ings, painted an anvil, by the side of 
which stood a blacksmith acting as 
“priest”, and the bridegroom, wonder- | 
fully bedecked in uniform and medals, | 
hand-in-hand with the bride, whose 
modesty was betokened by downcast 
eyes. Later an inscription was put 
over the sign: “Red Hot Marriages” 
and this tradition has lingered 
amongst people who are not residents 
of the place

Fairly Even 

‘That was the way of it, it was a 
fairly even fight as far as it went and 
it ended in a foul blow below the belt 
thet disabled the German who had 
taken Sharkey’s best punches with- 
out wavering. The blow was a left 
hook that struck Schmeling in the 
groin just as Schmeling made a sud- 
den rush It was unintentional. 
Sharkey, sithough at the moment on 
the receiving end. had no reason for 
losing his head. Dr. William Walker 
examining Schmeling in the dressing 
room for the commission, found that 
he had been severely injured by a 
low blow. 

For the first time in history the 
heavyweight championship has been 
won on a foul.

John- 
ny Buckley, pale himself, turned and 
patted Sharkey reassuringly. No 
American champion meeting a foreign 
invader ever had such a reception be- 
fore. It was tough on Sharkey, 

Started Well 

The fight began very deliberate, very 
grim and determined Sharkey “moved 
slowly intent upon putting over one 
hgrd punch. They traded blows and 
Sharkey came out 
lip. He spit blood and came on fight- 
ing steadily. He was hitting more ac- 
curately than Schmeling and it looked 
like the beginning of a great fight.

Sharkey, cool as falling snow, 
stepped into Schmeling with a left 
and another right. He was taking 
his time cutting his man down 
Max stumbled through the blows, 
arms wrapped around his head. As 
he slowly recovered, the German 
shot a feeble left hook to the chin, 
Sharkey stepped in with left hooks 
that doubled Max up and sent him 
back to his corner a bit staggery 
at the bell 


Round four Schmeling’s seconds 
rubbed his neck with ice and gave 
him deep drinks while Sharkey sat 
across the ring complacently await- 
ing the kill. Sharkey stepped into 
Max with a left jab, a right pun- 
ishing blow to the chin and disdain- 
fully brushed aside Max's counter- 
ing left 

The dogged German rallied and 
fired a right hand bolt into Shark- 
ey’s chin that shook the American 
The crowd roared as it landed and 
Sharkey tossed caut.on agide for a 
second to fling both hands wild!

Maranville and His Bril- 
iant Catching as Good 
Good as Ever 


BOSTON, June 13.—"It is my opin- 
fon that Marnavilie is fielding and 
hitting as good this year as he has 
done at any time during his career 
And more than a little depends on 
him, whether or not the Braves finish 
out of the cellar this season.”

As far back as can be re- 
membered Maranville has 
used this method of retiring batters on 
fly balls within a wide area of short- 
stop or second base. Often it has been 


wondered just why he did this, where | 


he got the idea, and when he started. 
He himself explains this as follows: 
Catch Is Natural 

“The only way I can explain the 
use of my vest-pocket catch is that it 
is the most natura) thing in the world 
for me 
either over his head or out in front 
of him, that is his natural way of 
doing it. I have mine. As far back 
as I can remember I have always 
used it. I don’t remember of ever 
seeing anyone do it until I had played 
organized baseball, so I could not 
have gotten the idea that way. I 
ust knew how to put my hands there 

tead of anywhere else. 

“No, I don’t believe that there are 
any advantages in catching .a bal) 
in that manner. If there are I haven't 
found them yet. While I was playing 
in the old New England League, there 
was an old-timer there that used this 
method; but I can’t remember his 
name. He is the only player that I 
ever saw use it consistently. I do not 
see any reason why more players do 
not use it. Just like anything else, 
practice makes perfect.” 

Maranville is one of the most in- 
teresting men to talk to that one 
would wish to meet.
